Teamwork of agriculture and 
industry are essential to the pros- 
perity of A merit a. Benjamin F. 
Fairless said at dedicatory cere- 
monies of the new feed technol- 
ogy winj; yesterday. 

Fairless, chairman of the execu- 
tive advisory committee of U.S. 
Steel corporation, said good divi- 
dends are just as importnnt to the 
farmer as good farm prices are to 
industry. 

A farmer's pro«|M*rity depends 
on hla aUUty to grow Knod 
cr«)})N at ft*>od prlrPK, plUH the 
ability of Indu.stry to grow a 
K<>od crop of new John at Mgh 
wag^, he said. 

"The Amerioin farmer, 
thrmq^ lmprf>vfmcnts, can |»r<»- 
duce nsore than twice m* much 
per num hour as 17 yearfi ago. 
Demand for ffKid pnKliicts is 
limited by growth of popitlatiotk, 
so fewer farmem are needed to 
HUpply prodocta,*' he sidd. 

Some farmers must seek jobs In 
industry; if they cannot find 
these Jobs, the effect will be bad, 
ffnMaMMld. 

So, the future prosperity of 
American agriculture depends pri- 
marily on the ability of urban en- 
terprise to attract, absorb, and 
support the excess manpower no 
longer necessary on the f»m, 
Fairless believes. 
The ability of business to create 



these new jobs depends on expan- 
Bion and growth through research 

and improvenipnt, 1> 

"The climate )r this growth 
through research is Influenced by 
governmental decisions," Falrl« 

said. 

He bi lit vf's I lie polhlral cli- 
mate haK changed idnre the bc- 
ginninK of Uh'i-.i oo thar iiifiny tif 
the controls, <'.\|K'mlitiircs, 
hiidKetH, maO' taxes have been 
reduced.

"Since this chanKf?, tlio < ust of 
living has remained virtually thf 
same, but wages have been in 
creased, and so has the purchji^ 
ing power of the worker, Falrle.s 
said. The worlier's personal in- 
come, as a whole, ia at the highest 
level In history, and unemploy- 
ment has dropped," he said. 

"We, as AmericanK, should 
strive for a climate of co-opera- 
tion between industry, agriculture, 
education, and government," Fair- 
less said. 

He cited the new feed tech- 
nology wing as a shining eumple

Student Health a Disgrace to 



. Condemned by Doctor 



Dr. Lafene 



K-State's student Health hos- 
pital Is a disgrace to the CoUege, 
according to Dr. Benjamin L*- 
tene, director. 

More than 11000 a year Is 
being spent on repair and redeco- 
ration of the hospital, Dr. La- 
fene said. 

Tlie yejirly budget for the 
hospital is - approximately 
$100,000. Spending $1000 on 
repair akme is too mucii, he 



*'Even with this uneconomical 
use of student funds, the hos- 
pital Is disintegrating faster 
than tliis sum of money can re- 
pair it and Is a disgrace to Kan- 
sas State," Lafene said. 

The hospital was built in 1947 
with the belief that it would be 
used only two or three years at 
the most. Since that time, all 
efforts to obtain a new Student 
Health center hare been unsuc- 
cessful even though the hdspltal 
lias reached a state of marked 
dilapldatlim, Lafene said.

StateN Student Health as being 
a fire hazurd and too difficult 
to maintain sanitaiy condi- 
tions. The two-patieat rOMM 
do not measure up to tbe 
American hospital staMiiaffdSt 
Or. Lafene said. 
,"The floors are all bnt falling 
out from under the doctors' 
feet/' he declared. "Much 
money was spent In repladng 



asphalt tiles to cover the uneven 
floors, but within a short period 

of time, the new tile was so badly 
cracked that it is impossible to 
keep it clean. 

"The walls are covered with 
plaster board that be les dam- 
aged with the slightest ]ar. 
Sound carries throughout the 
hospital, making it impossible 
to give heart and lung teats 
properly. 

'*Tin plates and even rag.s 
have lieen need to patch up the 
various holes and cracks In 
the wans,** Lafene said. 
The hallways are so narrow 
that It Is impossible to move a 
wheeled stratcher easily between 
rooms. Not only are the hall- 
ways dark and narrow, but the 
rooms are too small for two 
patients to be easily cared for. 
The rooms are not cheery and 
pleasant as hospital rooms should 
be, Lafenes commented. 

During cnmpoH epidemics, 
there aren't I'ven enough 
rooms for all the patients, he 



"In the summer. It is four to 
six degrees hotter inside than 
out due to low ceilings and lack 
Of insulation in the bnildlng," 
Idifene said. He jelated in- 
cidents where office workera 
have become ill as a result of 
the intense heat. 

There Is little etontfe space, 
food cannot be kept trtsli be- 
cause of the beat, drugs wovtt 



$5,000 to $8,000 must he kept 
on hand at all times, and keeping 
them from perishing is almost 
an impossibility, Lafene said. 

Laliocatoties and X-ray 
rooms are inadequate," he 
saUI. "The rocmis are half the 
^roper Mlse. Because of tbe 
close lumterr X-n^ techai- 
ciflns lire ovc :iosed to hann- 
ful rayH.** 

At the preient time, there are 

enough (lualified tloctors, nurses, 
and technicians to handle the 
number of students enrolled here. 
However, if an expected increase 
in enrollment Is realized, the 
ho.spttal will be understaffed. 
Even the hiring of new staff 
members would not help, since 
there is no room left in which 
they could work, Lafene pointed 
out. 

"I feel that this year we 
have the bent medical staff In 
many fears,** iMitmt debased. 
"However, we can't give stu- 
dentH the best care because of 
our eatrsniely Basiled facili- 
ties." 

Plans are all completed for a 
hew Student Health building to 
be located south of the Military 
Science building, bnt the plans 
seem to be doing nothing but 
collecting dust. Lafene said that 
much of the present equipment 
is in excellent condition and 
could easily be moved into a new 
bulldliig.

TlM first big advantage of the new proposal Is that a 
non-iitudent husband or a student wife would be allowed 
to buy an aotlvitar ticket to alt with hlis wife. At present, 
a nonstudent husband is out of luck unlera he can get a

The iHggcsi advantage of the proposed setup is a saving 
lu muuey. Wives or husbands may get admissions to all 
K-State athletic events for $13 (five football games, plus 
hasketbalU etc.) Tickets for wives now cost $18 for all 
events. 

The plan calls for a $5 football ticket for four home 
gamos. or a $(> tifkot for five home games. Then a $7 
ticket for Itaskoiball and all othnr athletic events could be 
bought. The basketball ticket for wives this year would 
cost $10, because a number of all-year athletic tickets 
already have been told.

a student «Ife or husband will set a proportionate refund 

<Hi ti basketball season tleket it' he/she wlthdcaws from 

Nehool after the first semester. 

Figuring all athletic events over the school year, the 
cost to a hol^r of the prcqpoeed activity oaid would be 
around 30 cents an event. That's BOglity cheap to see 

high-caliber athletics. 

A working-over of the ticket plan for the student wives 
and husbands at K-Staro has been needed for quite awhile, 
and the Student Council and Athletic Council have done a 
good job in going ahead-and setting up a plan. The Stu- 
dent Counell probably will unanimously aooept this plan 
next Monday.

On Liberty, Says Muzumdar

India failed to take advantage 
of a golden opportnnltr to pave 

the way towards Gandhi's vision- 
ary nation when it was given its 
freedom by Britain, Dr. Hartdas 
T. Muzumdar, noted lecturer on 
India, suid this morning in as- 
aembly. 

"India failed to abolish or aban- 
don all military equipment and 
make her way peacefully with the 
other nations as Gandlii desired." 
Muzumdar said. "In mttintainlng 
a policy to kee|) the world's small- 
est army. India has become a 10th- 
rate copy of the western nations." 
Dr. Muzumdar, introduced by 
Dean Pugidey as tiie ''foremost 
Indian Interpretafr of Gtandht in 
Amerirn," drew a comparison 
between Gandlil*8 vision of a 
tree India and tbm India de- 
, veloping nnder Ndhmi** leadev- 

"Gandhi's India was to be free 
from bondage and patronage. 
There would be no room for the 
doctrine of the 'untouchables ' 
The poorest wonld have the right 
to an effeGtire voice in their gov- 
- ernment, and all communities 
would live In harmony. India 
■^ouid not deaire to exploit or be 
exploited by any nation, and would 
reserve the human right to err," 
Muzumdar said, 

Muzumdar said that although 
Nehru was the spiritual h«lr of 
JIahatma Gandhi, It could not he 
said that Nehru follows closely 
the same strong prtnelplo of non- 
violence

Little thought is given to in- 
tercoliegiate wrestling by the 
dyed-ln-the-wool "pro" fan who 
□ever misses a televised bout. He 
either forgets, or does not realize, 
that legitimate wrestling exists 
only in the colleges. 

The fan who assumeB that pro- 
fftHHional wrestling is an exten- 
aioa ot amateur activity Js sadly 
mistaken. Nothing conld'^he fur- 
ther from the truth. 

The truth, simply stated. Is 
this. Ooli^ilate wresttliig Is a 
ffcnuine uthlelle contest . Pro- 
feNMioiial HTOStUns is a gaudy 
fake, am' mi^eriadiimeut feature 
— more. 

Professional wrestlers often 
display great physical skill and 
agility. The point is that TV 
wrestling should be recognized for 
what it is, and more attention 
thrown upon legitimate wres- 
tling, as It exists today in onr 
colleges. 

The goings-on among the goli- 
aths of the TV world are ever the 

source of amazement to college 
matmen and their loyal fans. A 
few il lustra tlona might help to 
show the differences between legi- 
mate and theatrical wrestling. 

Collegiate matches, which are 
set up Into three 8- minute 
periods, can be won on points, 
but professional matches are 
decided only by falls. Points are 
awarded for takedowm, escapes, 
near falls, aad fewwsals of ed- 
vantage. 

The professional lard tubs romp 

their way through an hour of acro- 
batics while the college athlete 
often emerges from a nfne-mlfiute 

matrh nearly exhausted. 

The jreason is simple. The ama- 
teur has pitted his entire strength 
against an opponent who did like- 
wise. The pro merely engaged in a 
60-minute tumbling exhibition 
which required great skill -but did 
not drain his enei^.

ing. Know any wrestlers who can 
drop-kick faster than a fighten|^ 
throws a punch? 

Professional iiTestUng Is not 
recognized as a legitimate sport 
by anoyne except the fans them* 
selves. There are, therefore, no 
authentic natlonai or world . 
champions.

A 'proposition regarding charging a fee to park and 
drive on campiia cnrrentty is being studied by a Student 
Comtcil oomratttee. 

A possibility the commiuee Ls considering is to cliarge 
about $1 a year, with tlie amount collected used to aid iu 
maintaining parking facilities on campus. 

Some persons feel it is^nly right for students who use 
the lots to help in lot maintenance. Money collected for 
maintenance would lessen the amount to be provided by 
the College in upkeep, and would give the College more 
money for faculty salaries, etc. 

Charging a parking and driving fee Is 
okay— if car owners are wUUng to pay it. 
The Council shouldn't force a fee upon enm- 
pus drivers If they don't want one. A poU 
or some other meaim could be used to test 
eftr-^wner reaction concerning a fee. 

Most car owners probably woold be §M to pay $t « year 
to drive and park on cantpas. if parking fadltttes would to , 
Improved. As one K-Stater put it. "If paying $1 would h^ 
■tralghtett up the mess In the parking lot. I'm all for ft** 
Some owners might object to a fee because '^persons 
not paying a fee would be messing np the parking lot Fm 
paying to maintain." But most of these persons wovM be 
helping to maintain the parking throni^ payment of taxes 
to the state. They kick tn quite a Ittdlreimy each year 
to help maintain- Kansas State. 

The College plans to blacktop the Stu- 
dent Union parking lot next summer, and 
plans to initiate one-way drives and diag- 
onal parking. It may cost a Uttle more for 
malntehanoe each year than the College 
is able to absorb so a parklnjg fee might come in handy.

Parking 'Contributions' 
For KS Traffic Violations 



students who receive their third 
or fourth traffic tickets may be 
able to "contribute" to a parking 
improvement fund in lieu of being

A proposal for eBtabllshln^ a 
traffic violation "donation" fund 
was submitted to' the Student 
Council at a meeting last night 
by Bonner Stuff, Pkj- Jr. a nipm- 
ber of the traffic appeals review 
board. ' 
Mk The prnpoMd was taMed tor 
further study. 
Ten sueh reversals would be 
allowed each student, then the 
penalty currently in effect for 
the third and fourth tickets would 
be assessed. The third ticket now 
brings restriction from driTins on 
the campus, and the fourth an au- 
tomatic recommendation for diu- 
mjssal from school. . 

An interpretation of state law 
by Attorney General Harold Fat- 
zer had previously ruled that traf- 
fic fines as such ww« ille^l, 
iKvwefVftr.
